Town Buys Tractor 

Decision was made at the meeting 
that the Town would be well advised 
to buy a tractor and equipment which 
would do a great deal of the work 
around town and much more quickly 
than is now possible. An order has 
therefore been placed for a_ tractor, 
with lights, levelling crank, grader, 
side mower, wagon hoist, scraper, and 
angle dozer, all of which is capable of 
being used with the tractor directly. 


The cost of this material is no 
quite $2000.00. A certain amount of 
this expenditure, though small, will 


be recovered from sale of the Town’s 
present grader and mower. and it is 
felt that over a period of a few years 
the equipment will more than pay for 
itself. The normal cost of the team 
used at present is considerably over 
three hundred dollars a year, and, it 
was pointed out, it is available for on- 
ly about seven months of the year. 
In addition to tihs factor, it was felt 
that the tractor would be much speed- 
ier, and thus save the Town consider- 
ably in the time element.

@PLOUGHING BY RADAR 

A controlled tractor operating ex- 
actly as if operated manually has been 
ploughing United Kingdom wheat 
fields recently. The tractor is the or- 
dinary small type fitted with the 
Queen Bee apparatus used for controll 
ing pilotless planes. It was used to 
plough a fourteen acre field in South- 
ern England. In one corner of the 
field stood the transmitting van. The 
tractor was pushed into position and 
then began to move by itself. It 
ploughed ten each 65 feet 
long in ten minutes. Left and right 
turns were made perfectly. This suc- 
cessful experiment was the result of 
considerable radar research which has 
been carried out by the Royal Aeron- 
autical Establishment at Farnborough, 
Kent. Ploughing by radar control] will 
if generally adopted, mean a tremend- 
ous saving in manpower since one 
skilled operator can guide six tractors 
simultaneuosly.

Wild Oats was not a problem in these 
fields. It is possible that the prepar- 
ation of the land to receive the fall 
grains helps to control Wild Oats in 
addition to competition during the 
normal growing period in spring and| 
fall. A further argument in favor of |! 
the fall grains is the fact the fields do| 
not drift in the spring as would sum- 
merfallow. Again, since the fall 
grains are gaining in popularity, a 
larger acreage is anticipated. Not on- 
ly will this practice give weed control 
but it will spread the harvest over a 
longer period. Many farmers in the 
area who had fall grains now have it} 
in the bin or have hauled it to market, | 
thus giving them some extra cash for 
their other harvest. By using fall 
grains a measure of control of peren 
nial weeds is gained.
